The  work  in  connection  with  defective  property  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1930,  is  being  carried  out  according  to 
schedule  as  arranged. 

'['here  were  two  Government  Tnciuiries  held  in  1936  with 
regard  to  91  defective  houses  under  the  Housing  Acts.  O'hey 
were  condemned  and  their  demolition  was  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

In  addition  17  individual  houses  were  condemned  under 
Section  19. 

The  building  of  a corresponding  number  of  houses  is 
in  progress. 


Housing  Act,  1935 — Overcrowding. 

I he  object  of  the  Act  is  to  determine  to  what  extent  is 
overcrowding  j^rcvalcnt  in  the  district. 
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A preliminary  survey  was  commenced  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  and  a linal  survey  finished  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  survey  shows  the  number  of  houses  overcrowded 
at  the  end  of  the  survey  to  be  136,  whilst  at  the  end  of  the 
year  it  had  fallen  to  128. 

The  Act  places  the  onus  on  both  the  owner  and  occupier 
against  future  overcrowding. 

Relief  for  the  existing  overcrowding  will  be  met  by 
re-adjustments  of  families  and  by  future  building  of  houses 
if  necessary. 

'I'he  disconcerting  side  of  the  Vital  Statistics  for  1936 
is  the  steadily  .declining  population — a ])ractically  stationary 
low  birth  rate  and  high  general  death  rate,  d'he  slump  in 
the  population  is  largely  due  to  migration.  Literally  whole 
families  march  out  of  Crompton  annually  to  seek  their  liveli- 
hood elsewhere,  and  that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
grave  shortage  of  juvenile  labour  in  the  Cotton  Trade.  It  is 
an  extraordinary  situation,  and  one  that  will  lead  to  a crisis 
in  the  near  future.

(h)  Infectious  Cases.  The  majority  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria  cases  are  sent  to  hospital  at  the  expense  of 
the  Local  Authority.  If  efficient  isolation  can  be  obtained  in 
the  home,  the  case  is  nursed  there,  either  by  the  mother, 
relative  or  paid  help.  At  the  request  of  the  doctor  any 
infectious  case  is  sent  to  Flospital,  provided  there  is 
accommodation. 


Midwives. 

There  are  now  3 Registered  Midwives  practising  in  the 
District.  There  are  also  some  untrained  women  who  do 
Maternity  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  doctor  in 
attendance. 

None  of  the  above  are  employed  or  subsidized  by  the 
Local  Authority.

WATER. 

'I'he  water  supply  of  this  District  is  very  good,  and  is 
derived  from  the  Oldham  Corporation  Reservoirs. 

A few  farms  and  houses  in  the  outlying  districts  are 
supplied  from  wells  and  springs. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

'I'here  is  no  serious  pollution  of  these  from  trade  effluents. 
As  a result  of  extensive  sewering  and  draining  of  house 
property  during  the  ])ast  few  years,  very  little  pollution  takes 
place  from  this  source. 

SCHOOLS. 

'I'he  Sanitary  condition  and  water  supi)ly  of  Schools  is 
quite  satisfactory. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Except  in  remote  ])arts  of  the  District,  the  whole  of  the 
pail  closets  in  Crompton  have  been  converted  to  the  fresh 
Avater  closet  type. 

The  closet  accommodation  is  therefore  highly  satisfactory. 

SCAVENGING. 

All  household  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  by  two 
motors  owned  by  the  Council  and  is  disposed  of  by  incineration 
at  the  Destructor. 

157  barrels  of  nightsoil  were  tipped  into  the  sewer  at 
Jubilee.

EPORT  OF  THE  TUBERCULOSIS  OFFICER 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1936. 


During  the  year  1936,  21  notifications  of  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  were  received.  Of  these  11  were  notified 
as  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  and  10  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Of  the  11  pulmonary  cases,  8 were  found  to  have  tubercle 
bacilli  in  the  sputum,  1 had  negative  sputum,  2 had  no  sputum. 

The  10  non-pulmonary  cases  are  classified  as  follows : — 
Glands,  5;  Abdomen,  3;  Skin,  1;  Meniges,  1. 

3 of  the  notified  cases  died  during  the  year  (2  pulmonary, 
1 non-pulmonary). 

20  of  the  cases  applied  for  treatment.  In  the  remaining 
1 case  no  application  was  made  for  the  following  reason : — 

Died  immediately  after  notification. 

Of  the  patients  who  applied  for  treatment  7 were  sent 
to  Sanatoria,  3 to  Pulmonary  Plospital,  2 to  General  Hospital, 
1 to  Non-pulmonary  Sanatoria,  and  2 to  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 
The  remaining  5 cases  were  under  Dispensary  supervision 
only. 

In  addition  to  the  notified  cases  a number  of  patients  are 
sent  to  the  Dis])ensary  for  diagnosis.  During  the  year  50 
new  cases  were  sent  for  diagnosis  by  the  doctors,  School 
Medical  Officers,  etc.  d'he  number  of  re-attendance  of  old 
patients  at  the  Dispensary  for  supervision  and  arrangements 
for  treatment  was  270. 

Special  enquiries  are  made  as  to  the  health  of  other 
inmates  of  the  house  where  there  are  patients  suffering  from 
definite  tuberculosis,  and  11  of  these  contacts  were  examined 
during  the  year. 

In  supervision  and  visiting,  special  attention  is  paid  to 
the  open  cases,  i.e.,  cases  where  tubercle  bacilli  are  present 
or  have  been  found  in  the  sputum.  On  the  1st  January,  1936, 
there  were  24  such  cases  known  to  be  living  in  the  District. 
On  the  31st  December,  1936,  there  were  28  positive  cases 
living.  These  figures  include  quiescent  and  arrested  cases. 

5 of  the  positive  cases  died  during  the  year.  No  p(^sitive 
cases  removed  from  the  District  during  the  year. 
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The  condition  as  to  isolation  of  the  positive  cases  was 
as  follows : —

and  isolation  at  some  time  during  the  year. 

'I'he  number  of  positive  cases  living  on  31st  December, 
1936,  who  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  s])utum  during  1936  was 
18;  the  other  10  had  either  negative  or  no  sputum. 

Of  the  18  cases  who  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum 
during  1936,  6 had  separate  rooms,  1 had  sei)arate  bed,  4 were 
unable  to  have  sei)arate  beds,  and  7 were  in  Institution  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

3 housing  defects  were  reported  during  the  year.  Of 
these  2 had  been  remedied  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

63  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  at  the  Ashton 
Laboratory  during  the  year.  Of  these  1 1 were  positive  and 
52  were  negative.
